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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
Page 3, line 7, "fin" should be -find a-. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 5, 9 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
Claim 5, line 4, "the second" should be - a second-, 

line 16, "a position" should be - the position-;. 
Claim 9, Iine12, "the starting" should be - a starting- and in line 15, 

"the code" should be - a code-. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 3, 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Re Claim 3, It is unclear how the "synchronization code(s) is omitted from the 
wireless communication network" when the "wireless communication network" in itself 
encompasses the Sync codes. Applicant is requested to reference the specification so 
mete and bounds can be determined. 
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Re Claim 4, it is unclear "a number of groups the same" is referring to. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claims 1,2, and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Jamal et al U.S. Patent Number 5,930,366. 

Re Claims 1 and 13, fig. 7 teaches the base station having switches 146 for 
independently or commonly controlling each intermediate signal (at least omitting one 
particular sync code) before transmitting (see col. 13, lines 32-55). 

Re Claim 2, It's known, that in WCDMA, the secondary codes identifies a group 
of scrambling codes, one of which is assigned to the transmitting base station, it is 
inherent the no overlapping between adjacent base station must be maintained for base 
station identification. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 5-12 and 14-15 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 
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Prior art fails to teach as recited independent claims 5, 9, and 14, the user device 
obtaining a slot synchronization for every slot assigned to the first and second 
synchronization channels using the first synchronization from the base station, and 
detecting a position of an omitted synchronization code when there is the omitted 
synchronization code from a plurality of synchronization codes in the first 
synchronization signal wherein the user device determining a code for identifying the 
base station among the second codes used by the base station group from the position 
of the detected synchronization code.
